mission but fails to find the "O. K " 
of the Ohio commission itself. The ex- 
aminer says he was unable to find the 
manager of the Commodore

The alleged action of Put-in-Bay 


residents owning land where the me- 
morial is now built, in raising real es- 
tate values is criticised.
